CHESTERFIELD, FOR 1866-7. 
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“ Fri.0w Citizens : ye ees | 
aye In presenting - you -this report on the 
state of our Schools; I shall aim to be guided -by impartiality 
‘anid a judgment based on my own best convictions of truth and 
fecessity in the case.’ To give high pleasure to all, is out of 
the question, for that would be more than all have merited; 
and no person is benefitted by being either praised or cen- 
gured beyond their merits. Every person will consent to be 
praised, but not so patiently to be blamed. Should any teach- 
er, parent, or scholar, be slightly wounded by anything said, 
please remember, “ Faithful are the wounds of a friend, but 
deceitful are the kisses of an enemy.” If any one should feel 
flattered at all, remember, this is not to increase vanity, but 
to encourage you to cultivate your best gifts, and use them 
well i in all the duties of your calling. 

“I proceed to a specific report of each district. The statisti- 
cal report may be found i in the Town Clerk’s office. 


No. 1.—The summer term of this school was taught by Miss 
“Mary E. Graves, a teacher of good report in the past, and 
worthy of it in the present. But “this school needed a larger 
share of the governmental element ‘than some schools.

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with Jove for the teacher’s berth. and a mind to discern at 
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gnce all the necessities, and to read aJl the varied dispositions 
fthe school room, would have been much more useful. 
epength of Terms various.—The longest term was 13 weeks, 
the shortest 5 weeks. This variation is owing to three causes. 
-To the higher and lower prices of teachers. 2, To the dif- 
ferent valuation, on the scale of which, in part, the money is 
jivided in different districts. 3, Some districts lengthen the 
terms by giving the board. is 
* Loss by Absence of Scholars.—The whole number of scholars 
feported is 8300. Average attendance is 221. Hence the loss 
py occasional absence of scholars is equal to 79 left destitute 
of an education. By this estimate, the loss in money de- 
signed for the benefit of these absentees, is $331.80, the past 
ar. This is a wrong to be corrected, not by the teacher, but 
by parents. ; i. 


_ Some remarks in general, by way of suggestion : 


* Employment of Teachers.—The law requires the Prudential 
Committee of each district to hire a teacher, and the Superin- 
tending Committee to approve or reject the candidate selected. 
These two committees should either be merged in one, or tbere 
should be a-free co-operation between them. The Superin- 
fending Committee in some cases would have selected a differ- 
ent teacher for this or that school than the one proposed by 
the other committee. Yet delicacy would hardly allow him to 
exercise the veto power against the choice made, if the person, 
in book learning, is qualified. It might be well, then, to send 
the proposed candidate, before the bargain is struck, to the 
Supt. Committee, to be either approved or advised to the con- 
rary. | 
* The Pamphlet laws, chap. 2038, concerning the Supt. Com- 
mittee and teachers, reads as follows: ‘‘ The superintending 
school committee of every town shall prescribe rules and reg- 
ilations for the management, studies and discipline of schools 
N their respective towns, and on satisfactory evidence that a 
| Candidate possesses a good moral character, a temper and dis- 
| Position suitable to be an instructor of youth, ...... they 
| shall examine him in all the branches usually taught in com- 
| Mon schools.” And by statute teachers are required to im- 
press upon their pupils the principles of piety, truth, justice, 
and all the virtues which adorn and support human ‘society. 
~ By these requirements, we perceive that school teaching is a 
| Serious, noble, and responsible calling. The school teacher 
has the high duty of forming the character of our children for 
the part they are to act in human society. They are helping 
| ¢ducate them for the solemn duties'of patriots and freemen in 
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the nation. Such duties in a teacher require some maturity 
of age and of judgment, and some sobriety of deportment ; ~ 
something more than to open and shut the school house door 
a few weeks, and hear the children read and recite lessons, be. 
cause of the want of something else to do, or because some 
companion not older than themselves teaches, or because it ig 
a good way to get some pocket money. Bad habits in many 
children, which have been overlooked by their parents, are to 
be corrected or rooted up, and better ones planted in their 
places, by the teacher. A strict regard to truth, honesty, and. 
industry, in opposition to lying, slander, and idleness, are Virs 
tues to be impressed on the minds of scholars at school. In. 
a word they should’ be taught to love whatever is good, and. 
to hate and avoid whatever is evil. Such is moral teaching, 
and no less adaily duty belonging to every school teacher; . 
' than it is to teach children how to read and cipher. 3 
Every persou of fine talents and book learning is not as mat- F 
ter of course, qualified for a school teacher. Probably not | 
more than one in ten of our good scholars have gifts suitable. 
for a teacher in the school room. One indispensable qualifica. 
tion is a tact and power to govern a school. This is a gift. 
which every’ person does not possess. The person in whom — 
this gift is much wanting can do but little good in a school. 
room. He should look to some other calling. The person 
who is “‘apt to teach” and to govern also, will lead out the . 
minds of scholars in search of something new in their studies, 
from day to day, and will thus createin thema love for study | 
instead of mischief. As a well qualified carpenter, with | 
square and compass, and 10 or 20 hands, goes forth to frame o | 
house, and marks out work for every one, and watches the pro- . 
gress of every one in his task,—so the skillful teacher divides, . 
and marks, and watches the various tasks assigned in the 
school room. This work will require of a teacher two eyés, 
two ears, two feet and a whole soul. Then, if a teacher is 
ready to smile on all well doing and frown on all evil doing,

and can rival Job in patience, Solomon in wisdom, and Daniel — 
in decision, he will surely succeed. 


But all schools are not alike easily governed nor easily taught. 
Some have more impediments, some less, for the teacher to meet. 
Some good teachers can not succeed so well in one district as 
in another. In some cases they may have a large share of 
stupid or roguish material to work upon; in other cases less, 
In some districts a teacher is sorely tried by late and irregular 
attendance. Careless in time, children are careless in their 
lessons. They are slack and droney in every thing, through 
home influences. -Parents cause this evil. If they would 
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gend their children early to school every day, they would great- 
encourage the teacher, and their children would form better 
jabits for life, and know more. 

Parents sometimes injure a school by giving ear too quickly 
o the tattling report of their children against their teacher. If 
‘grors in a teacher are proclaimed, sad and glaring, better go 
‘jgthe teacher alone, or with the Prudential committee, or one 

or two more, and take counsel together, and thus try and 
modify the excess or neglect of what is reported as censura- 
ble. This might nip an evil in the bud, which otherwise 
gould soon grow too large for a cure. 

_School Houses.—I would refer the parents in several of the 
‘fistricts of this town to what was said in the last year’s report 
gmnthe disgrace of their school houses. Several other towns 
jnthe State have taken notice, in their reports, of the same 
sghomination. One has this remark:—‘‘We sincerely hope 
that some action will be taken forthwith to remove these 
‘obscenities and apply the remedy.” Another says :—‘‘To in- 
troduce 2 teacher into such a house is shameful.” This con- 
dition of our school houses shows that there is and has been 
alow and corrupt set of boobies, more or less connected with 
them. ‘The houses in four or five districts abound with these 
pecies of black morality. District agents and others might, if 
ey pleased, see the truth of this, without spectacles.
